Mr. White did not think that 
the constituency should at this time 
nominate a candidate, stating that he 
was @lected for the full term of the 
present parliament, but if a flash elec- 
tion should be pulled off he would 
pledge himself to defend Liberal prin- 
ciples. He dwelt also on the fact that 
a new party was being talked of, its 
avowed purpose being to split Liberal 
ranks and he urged delegates to stand 
fast on thelr platform.

KANSAS HAS A 
BIG WHEAT CROP 


Topeka, Kan., June 11.—Harvesting 
of the big Kansas wheat crop, estl- 
mated at 218,500,000 bushels, started 
last week in southeastern counties, 
and will reach the great wheat belt 
of the south central counties by June 
20. J. ©. Mohler, secretary of the 
state board of agriculture, estimated 
that the crop will be far greater than 
that ever produced by any other 
state In the union. 

Federal department of agriculture 
estimates indicates that Kansas will 
harvest nearly one-fourth of the total 
winter wheat crop of the nation. 
Nearly 11,000,000 acres were planted, 


state board of agriculture was 98 per 
cent.—the best condition and the 
largetst acreage ever recorded. 

In 1917 Kansas produced only 45,- 
670,000 bushels of wheat, the smallest 
crop in six years. In 1916 the crop 
was 97,660,000; in 1915 it was 176.- 
300,000, the previous high record of 
jthe state. If the crop of 1919 reathes 
the estimate it will break the previ- 
ous record by 42,200,000 bushels, or 
by nearly the total crop of 1917,
